In this connection we have been 
reliably informed that the British 
Admirulty obtained from the 
Chinese: Government, some time 
ago, permission to survey the. coast 
of China from Hongkong: to. the 
Tongking frontier, which wilt 
include the Hainan Straits. Work 
has been commenced on the nearer 
approaches to Hongkong and prob- 
-ably will be continued to the Tong- . 
king frontier, but there, appears 
to be no definite information as to’ 
when, under the. atrangements 
miade‘in connection with the whole 
survey, the Hainan, Straits portion 
of the work will be dealt’ with. : 
It is so well known as hardly to 
need, emphasis , that ‘the limited 
‘number of survey craft. which are’ 
available to the Marine "Depart- - 
‘ment of-,the Chinese Maritime 
Customs are continually employed 
on, important, survey a'd other: 
work in this part of: the China 
Seas, and that -to-divert .any -of 
them to the Hainan Straits would 
be. only at :the expense of work 
perhaps equally important. + ‘ 

The Chinese’ Navy formed 'a 
Hydrographic,, Department two - 
years, ago for the primary object 
of-surveyjng the coasts and rivera 
tof China, but: there is as yet! no 
evidence that thé Department has 
got to work on a scale which would. 
permit of the Hainan Straits being 
surveyed without delay. While - 
the Notice to Mariners to which 
we -have referred’ will’ cause 
navigators. to exercise additional. 
caution when in the vicinity of the - 
Red Buay, it would be a good thing... 
if the British Admiralty survey, 
which is already under way, could 
take in the Hainan, Straits at a 
very-early date. -
